London, (By Mail)—“What ts Puka 
pu?" { 
This question was asked Ly Sir Rot 
ert Wallace, K.C., the chairman o 
the London Sessions, during the Baar 
ing of the appeal of Sakayiro Tanaka. 
a Japanese ship's captian, holding a 
certificate under the oBard of Trade, 
who appealed against a conviction and 
sentence of 14 days’ imprisonment, 
and a recommendation for deportation, 
for employing two other Japanese to 
sell chances in an unlawful lottery 
known as “Puka pu.” 

“It is m favorite game with the Jap 
anese and Chinese and others living in 
Limehouse,” explained Cairfts, the 
Thames police covrt magistrate. | 

Mr. Horace Fenton, who supported 
the decision o fMr. J. A. R. Reeves; 
who appeared for Tanaka, said: “I 
have a description of the game on my 
brief. which I have read a dozen times 
but I do not understand it now.” 

Mr. Fenton handed up to Sir Rob- 
ert a number of slips of paper used 
in connection with the lottery. He 
pointed out that there were 8 differ 
ent Chinese characters and the person 
desiring to play marked his paper with 
the characters he decided upon, to- 
gether with 6d, or multiples of” that 
amount. 

“I see.” commented Sir Robert— 
and there was general laughter in the 
court, because still.no one understood 
“Puka pu." 

Police Sergeant Heaton. questioned 
by Mr. Reeves, admitted that he sug- 
gested to the magistrates at the police 
court that Tanaka was suspected of 
being engaged in the opium traffic 
and of procuring young girls. 

Mr. Reeves—There was not a tittle 
of evidence as to that? 1 hod no evi- 
dence. I sald he was suspected. 

Sir Robert said that as Tanaka had 
pleaded guilty at the Police Court 
there must be a conviction. The ap- 

peal would be dismissed with costs, 
but he reduced the senfence to one of 
seven days, which term Tanaka had 
served. The order for recommendation 
for deportation would be withdrawn, 
and thateleft the Home Secretary to 
deal with the matter as he pleased.

Ten it Manitoba, and that only 59 
were visited during the year by the 
provincial government inspectors, W. 
A. Weston, general secretary of the so 
ciety, strnogly urged the members to 
elther arrange for more efficient gov- 
ernment supervision, or 8'se arrange 
for regular inspection by thelr own 
Officials. 

Only $7,000 annually would be need- 
ed to properly supervise these children

THE LAYING HOUSE 


| (Experimenta! Farms Note) 


It has been the custom to allow four 
square fect of floorspace per bird in the 
laying housee and houses 20° x 20° or 16 
x 32° are ended for 100 hens. 
In actual practice slightly less space is 
often allowed, especially where birds of 
the lighter breeds are kept. The space 
required per bird diminishes in pro- 
portion as the amount of floor space in 
the house increases, on area of only 
three square feet per bird being not 
uncommon in large houses. 

Poultry houses are with very few ex- 
ceptions of frame construction. As a 
measure of permanence and cleanlt- 
ness concrete floors are recommended 
and if properly built on a foundation 
cf loose stone or cinders to facilitate 
drainage are most economical in the 
long run. Where temperatures range 
below zero a straw loft is advisable 
since molsture from the birds tends to 
condense upon the cold roof over their 
heads and severe colds may result. 
‘The straw loft is supported by i" x 3" 
boards, one inch spart nailed to the 
under side of the joists and hinged in 
reveral sections to allow for easy clean 
ing and renewal of the straw. A depth 
of from six to eight inches of straw is 
sufficient under ordinary circum- 
stances for on efficient Joft. As large 
an area as possible is left open tm front 
to give the maximum amount of ventila 
tion during warm weather. An open- 
ing at least four feet in height and 
running the entire length of the house 
Is recommended, the bottom half closed 
in by windows and the top wired and 
supplied with cotton screens, hinged to 
permit of opening when required. Dur 
ing the hot weather both windows and 
sereens may be removed, The building 
is single boarded with ‘the exception of 
back and ends which are single boarded 
on each side of the studding with build 
ing paper between, thus ‘forming a 
wind proof air space. If the straw loft 
does not extend over the roosts it is 
advised that the ‘ceiling be boarded 
from the back to a point level with the

Washington, Nov. 5.—Foreign’ se- 
curities publicly offered in this coun- 
try in the first ten months of 1977 
were valued at  $1,318,700,000, which 
flightly exceeds the total for the 12 
months of 1926, according to Wendell 
E. Thorne, one of the financial ex- 
perts of the department of commerce 
Mr. Thorne is-of the opinion that by 
the end of 1927 total American invest 
ments abroad will approximate $12,500,

Papers- Of Lord Germain 
Will’ Be Put In ° 
Library 


t 


Ann Arbor, Mich, Nov: 8—A collec- 
tion of manuscripts tracing in official 
records of the day the British story 
of the war of the American Revolutior: 
will ‘be plactd permanently in the W. L.. 
Clements library on the car:pus of the 
University of Michigan. 

‘They are the papers of Lord George 
Germain, British Secretary of State 
for the Colonies during the war of tire 
revolution, and they were purchaced 
by Mr‘ Clements, a regent of the 
University, from Mrs. Stopford-Sack- 
ville, present owner of the Germaia 
home in Northamptonshire. 

The papers constitute the virtual rec 
ord of the British War Office during 
the revolution, Half of the manu- 
scripts are reports and letters written 
by Burgoyne, Cornwallis, Clinton, Howe 
and lesser officials.in America to their 
chief, Lord Germain, and his replics to 








them. a bprerece 

‘The manuscripts form an almost com 
picture of thepMcial Brith 
army}jmind at the thde of the revolu- 
and of the advice given to the all-pow- 
and of the advice given t othe all-pow- 
erful man in‘the British War Office, di 
Tecting a conflict 3,000 miles away. 

Judged by present political standards 
the British officials differed with each 
other with an amazing frankness, and 
differed too, in their opinion of their 
colonial adversaries, universally termed 
“rebels.”

SILENCE OBSERVED 


Cross Of Sacrifice For U.S. 
Citizens Killed In Can- 
adian Army 


Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 11.—Canada to- 
day joined with the rest of the yous in 
semembering tice Day, the‘day on 
which the conflict that had for four 
years been waged on three continents 
and had exacted a toll of unnumbered 
4ead and wounded cams to an end. 
‘Throughout the length and breath of 
the Desflinion solemn ceremonies of 
praise and thanksgiving were carried 
out. Some in shrines dedicated to the 
memory of the war dead, others in 
{front of cenotaphs whose presence 
wherever they have been erected is a 
constant witness to the sacrifice, suf- 
fering and hardships uhdergone dur- 
ing the struggle which ceased nine 
years ago today. 

In conformity with the wishes express 
ed by His Majesty the King, Canadians 
everywhere Interrupted their labors at 
eleven o'clock this morning and for two 
minutes stood in silence, a tribute. to 
the remembrance of this nation’s sixty 
thousand war dead and to those. who 
still carry with them marks and scays 
of service. Impressive in thelr solemn- 
ity, these ceremonies lost nothing with 
the passing of years and were partici- 
tated in not only by those who had 
known the Great War in all its’ grim 
reality but by: that. younger genera- 
tion which has grown up since and to 
whom war is only a faint echo, rapidly 
becoming fainter. § 

Nine years ago today. saw Canadian 
soldiers fighting the last battle of the 
war, delivering the Belgian city ‘of 
Mons from the grasp of the German 
army but one hour before mid-day has- 
tilities ceased on four hundred miles of 
(front, from theriglish Channel to the 
Vosges mountains and a ravaged world 
which had undergone al Ithe agonies of 
four years of bitter warfare knew that 
peace had come. 

Apart from the. importance of thelr 
local services Canadians today found 
‘heir thoughts directed to the capitals 
of both this country and United States. 
At Ottawa this afternoon the ceremony 
in the Memorial Chamber of the Vic- 
tory Tower was planned to synchronize 
with the unveiling in Arlington Ceme- 
tery, Washington, of Canada’s National ~ 
tribute to those citizens of the United 
States who served and gave their lives 
in the Canadian Army. Throughout 
the country today like ceremonies wera 
carried out, the Canadian people again 
renewing thelr thanks for sacrifices 
that had been made tn their behalf.

Every 
available Red Cross nurse was at the, 
scene and rescue workers of that or- 
ganization were summoned from all 
parts of the country. 

Saw Twenty Dead Bodles 

Firemen who reached the scene .of: 
the explosion within a few minutes 
found seven bodies and a newspaper- 
man at the scene said they had count 
ed at least twenty dead in the streets 
and. wrecked. houses, Firemen, police 
and volunteer Workers expressed the 


belief that scores of persons, in their 


homes and in factories of the region 
had been trapped when the buildings 
collapsed. Every hospital in the city 
was crowded with injured. All avail- 
able doctors were summoned to assist. 
in treating the injured. The Presby- 
terlan hospital reported that more 
than one hundred persons had © becn 
treated for cuts and other wounds 
there.

Not Meteorologically. Speak 
ing Anyway; Winds 
. Dying Down 


Chicago, Ills, Nov, 10. —.To-day’s 
avestion: What. place fs known as the 
“Windy City"? Answer: Chicago. But 
is it? 

Prof. Henry J.-Cox, chief United 
States meteorologist here, says Chicago 
may once have been the “windy City” 
but that it is no longer—speaking met- 
rordlogically, of course. 

Chicago used to have winds that 


says; winds that whistled and howled: 
winds that Ilfted top hats-bowlinz 
4own Michigan Avenuc; winds that 
made walking by women with fufly 
skirts, a science and an art. 

On such winds as these Chicago rodc 
to teh nickname “Windy City.” 

Back in 1893 the average wind elo- 
sity, Mr. Cox sald, was 184 miles an 
hour. Since then, however, Chicago 
‘as builded upward, and her skyscrap 
“rs and tall apartment buildings hav? 
formed an aerial breakwater. 

In 1900 the velocity averaged 16.0. 
Pive years later it was 15.4. ; 
it’ dropped to 13.2, in 1922 to 11.7 and; 
in 1925 t ocomparative calm of 10.6; 
Last year the average slipped up to 12 
but it wasn't so much @ difference in 
wind velovity, Mr. Cox said, as it was

Expect To Establish - Identity 

Within a few hours the Provincial 
Police here expect to establish iden- 
tification of the man’s body found 
just off the highway, badly decom- 
posed, which will tell whether or not 
tt is the remains of George Glovers. 
Only a pair of boots and a coat are 
recognizable for identification pur- 
vposes, but so strongly did the long 
arm of coincidence take part in Glov- 
ets’ romantic quest, that these articles 
should prove sufficient.

With only this infant comradeship 
to bind him to his brother, George 
Glovers, when he had finally arrived 
in the Old Country at condition of 
independent means, determined upon 
a re-union. He accordiigly came to 
Canada. He could have no methodical 
pinsa of search, but had stmply to 
“trust to luck” for encountering the 
brother whose very appearance would 
be unknown to him. Finally he ar- 
rived in Ontario and for some time he 
turned his attention to the: north 
country around Timmins. Then he 
‘went to Western Ontario. One day he 
happened entirely by chance into an 
ice-cream shop in Stratford, where he 
ordered a bottle of ginger ale. The 
proprietress was conversational, and 
so was Glovers. He told ‘considerable 
gbout himself, including the mission 
which was at that moment | eae 
him. 

Chance Discovery

George Glovers received the inform- 
ation with natural agitation. He had 
already told the lady of having achiev 
ed independent means in the Old 
Country. -He now gave evidence of it 
by leaving a ten-dollar bill in pay 
ment of the bottle of ginger ale. 

He next went to the American 
Hote! in Stratford and phoned from 
Yhere to his brother’s“house. He spoke

Chester (By MallJ—Can the taking 
of life be justified? This was the life 
and death problem which faced a jur 
at Chester assizes, in one of the mos 
amazing dramas ‘in English legal his 
tory.” After only 15 minutes of deliber| 
ation they decided that a father who 
sald that he had killed his child to 
end its agony from a deadly disease, 
was not guilty of murder.

The judge in referring to the case—

“Had this poor.child been an animal 
instead of a human being, so far fron 
there being anything blameworthy in 
the man’s action in putting an end to 
it’s suffering. he would actually have 
been Hable’ to punishment if he had 
not done it.” 

A Poignant Case 

Mr, Justice Grace. M.P., who pros 
ecuted, emphasized the poignant nat 
‘ure of the case. and said that the ful 
cirei tances Icading up to It were 
tragic in the chain of misfortunes 
which befell Davies from the time he 
left the army in 1919 down to the 
early hours of July 10 last,)when he is 
said to nave’ drowned the child in a 
bath, and then given himself up to} 
the police. 

“Davies is 27, and has been employ 

ec at Cammell Lairds shipyard at Bir- 
kenhead,” said Mr. Grace. “In 1915 
he entered the army, although he wa 
then only 16, and talsely returned hi 
age.

In 1923, the 
Barraate teenage’ of these) fuels eon 
sumed in OntaffS und Quebec was ap- 
proximately 600,000 tons but the latest 
indications are that during the pre- 
sent year 1,500,000 tons will be con- 
sumed. ‘The increase {s largely attri- 
butable to the use of coke. 

To lessen’ our dependence upon Amer 
fean anthracite by extending the use 
of suitable alternate or substitute fuels, 
has been one of the main problems en- 
gaging the attention of the Fuel Board. 
In this work the fuel testing division of 
the Department of Mines have co-oper- 
ated with the board by carrying out ex 
tensive tests in order to determine the 
fuels most satisfactory to the house- 
holder, and this information has been 
passe on to the public in the form of

Montreal, Nov.  28.—Preliminary 
models for the central passenger sta- 
tion which Is to be built by the Can- 
adian National Railways in the 
of Montreal and © which will mean 
much in the development of suburbs 
about the city were recently submitted 
to civic authorities, the Montreal 
Tramsways Company and the Mont- 
real Tramways Commission in the 
board room of the Canadian National 
Railways, McGill street.

Sled dogs from the eastern Arc 
tle are noted for their strength and 
endurance and on that account are 
rated highly by travellers in the Far 
North. A thick growth of fur close 
to the skin protects the Eskimo dog 
from the cold winds of the Arctic reg 
fons and makes him most suitable for 
work in the open expanses 
great Northern Plains.
